Sır—Before the meeting of the next Territorial Assembly, I feel ıt my 
duty to make a report containing some recommendations looking to the 1m- 
provement of the National Guard of Arizona 

The organized National Guard of the Territory now consists of seven (7) 
companies of infantry, stationed at Phoenix, Tempe, Mesa, Yuma, Nogales, 
Thatcher and Flagstaff, the Cadet Battalion at the University of Arizona 
and the Tempe Normal School Cadet Company 

Outside of the Territorial educational institutions, the National Guard is 
far from what ıt should be, and the law of Arizona 1s, ın a great measure, 
responsible for this—offering very little encouragement to good material to 
enlist 

Most States and Territories exempt all officers and enlisted men, in good 
standing ın the National Guard from jury duty, road and poll taxes and other 
head taxes Arizona exempts them only from Jury duty 

I respectfully recommend the following 

That all members of the National Guard in good standing, be exempted 
from jury duty and pol), road and all head taxes 

That an appropriation be made to cover the transportation of all neces- 
sary military supplies to and from the organized companies, and of such sup- 
phes and property as may pertain to companies which have been or may be 
disbanded—including the cost of properly packing the same, also to cover 
the packing and transportation of such military supplies as may be or may 
have been furnished for the safety of any particular community—as was 
the case of Nogales, to which place one hundred (100) rifles were shipped, 
some years ago, and where they are no longer needed I also recommend 
that some arrangement be made for the storage of military supplies, on 
the Capitol grounds or elsewhere at Phoenix Also that the rank of the Ad- 
jutant General of Arizona, so long as the National Guard ıs no larger than 
one regiment, be that of Colonel 

Also that the necessary expenses of such officer or officers as may be di- 
rected by the Governor to make visits of inspection or instruction to the 
National Guard companies be paid from the Territorial Treasury 

Also that a sufficient salary be paid the Adjutant General of the Ter- 
ritory to justify his giving the necessary time and attention to the proper 
organization, equipment, and instruction of the National Guard 

In my opinion the Guard should be made a serviceable and creditable 
organization or it should be entirely disbanded

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REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL OF THE 
TERRITORY OF ARIZONA. 


July ist, 1902 


ORGANIZATION. 

“The organized militia shall consist of ten co kanla organized as infan- 
try or cavalry as the Commander-in-Chief shall d&ém most expedient, and 
such other special corps as may be heremafter prescribed.” (Mulitary Code, 
Art 11, Sec 1) 

The special corps prescribed are the Medical Department, a Signal corps 
and a regimental band 

The actual organization consists of eight companies, of which six com- 
panies are in good standing, and two companies, while maintaining the or- 
ganization have not for some time held regular drills and are not receiving 
any money from the Territory 

Within the past year one company (A of Thatcher) has been mustered 
in, and one (K of St. Johns) having fallen below the minimum prescribed 
has been mustered out 

The law prescribes that the companies forming the National Guard of 
Arizona form a regiment of three battalions, which has been done; there 
being no appropriation for the maintenance of the special corps they have 
not been organized. 

The heads of the staff departments consist of the Adjutant General 
(Brigadier General), Surgeon General, Paymaster General, Judge Advocate 
General, (all Colonels); Inspector of Small Arms practice (Major); Signal 
Officer (Captain) The Adjutant General ıs ex-officio Quartermaster General, 
Inspector General and Chief of Staff 

“The Adjutant General shall be an officer of the National Guard of 
Arizona, of the active or retired list, who has held a commission therein for 
at least three years, or who shall have served in the Regular or Volunteer 
Army of the United States, and shall have been honorably discharged there- 
from, or who shall have served as a commissioned officer for at least four 
years ın the National Guard of thd States or Territories of the United 
States, and shall have been honorably discharged therefrom.’ 

The duties of the officers are fully set forth ın the Code. A Roster, cor- 
rected to date, ıs hereto annexed, showing the organization and the officers 
of the Guard. 

In addition to the regular National Guard organization “The military or- 
ganization of the University of Arizona, of the Territorial Normal School, 
and of such other educational imstitutions within the Territory of Arizona 
as may be supported by National or Territorial funds are hereby made a part 
of the National Guard of this Territory ” 

They are to be supplied with copies of all orders and pwbhcations from 
these headquarters and are subject to the same inspection as other companies 
and battalions, and awarded decorations for proficiency therefor, but do not 
receive any equipment or any money allowance from the Territory. 

They are not hable to be called into active service, but may volunteer, 
and if accepted, during the period of such service they shall be on the same 
footing as other troops’ There is organized under this provision of the law 
two companies at the University of Arizona, and one company at the Nor: 
mal School at Tempe ee 

MILITARY CODE 

The military code of Arizona, under which we are now organized, was 
prepared by myself and assistant and was passed by the 2ist Legislature. 
The 20th Legislature had enacted, that “No money shail be expended for 
the National Guard of Arizona unless called into active service 

For two years the Guard struggled along maintaining its existence with- 
out Territorial funds or assistance This office was ın the same condition, 
but I conducted the affairs to the best of my ability, strong ım me hope that 
the next Legislature would do something for us 

Determined that ıt should not be my fault ıf they did not,’ fi began a 
campaign with the new legislators before election, and by dint of hard 
work, and a full month’s time devoted to personal lobbying during the ses- 
sion, assisted by a few friends 1n the Legislature, and the assistance of two 
or three officers on the outside, the new bill was passed, giving'each com- 
pany under the new law $30 per month 
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The new code, fully indexed, was published in G. O. No. 1, Series 1901, a 
copy of which is attached. 

EQUIPMENT. 

The companies forming the guard are equipped with both the blue 
fatigue uniform and the khaki uniform, the latter having been supplied them 
this year. They are also equipped with rifles, belts, canteens, haversacks, 
ammunition and materies, and equipment for target practice. There is held 
at headquarters camp equipage for 100 men, all new the past year, con- 
sisting of blankets, shelter tents, wall tents for officers and for hospital, 
field ranges, dutch ovens, knives, forks, spoons and cups. - 


These are held for use should any portion of the Guard be called out AOE 


service, or for encampment use. 

The rifles are .45 cal. Springfield, except that A Company, lately or- 
ganized, is to be equipped with the .30 cal. Magazine guns. These guns are 
now at headquarters awaiting shipment. It is hoped that the present Congress 
will authorize the exchange of the Springfields in the hands of the National 
Guard for the magazine rifle. A bill for that purpose is now before them. 

PERSONNEL, 

An army officer (Captain, now Major Baldwin) who inspected the Guard, 
in his report to the Secretary of War, said: “All organizations visited by 
me are in a healthy and progressive condition. Judging by the National 
Guard of the States, I am justified in saying that -the National Guard of 
Arizona is composed of officers and men that have no superiors as soldiers. 
The National Guard of Arizona is one almost exclusively composed of men. 
A look at their clear-cut visages 1s an assurance that they can be depended 
upon. I saw no boys with sickly faces or half developed bodies, too fre- 
quently seen in the Guards of the States. The National Guard of Arizona 
has adopted the Army of the United States as its stdndards in miltary mat- 
ters, and though embarrassed by lack of adequate appropriations, insuf- 
ficient equipments, and unsuitable armories, yet there was evidenced every- 
where, by manifest proficiency, that there was a determined purpose on 
the part of the organizations, at no very distant day, to lay claim to a su- 
perior degree of excellence. The National Guard of Arizona is not perfect, 
but it is in a highly creditable condition. it has healthy and strong military 
sentiment. Its officers are, as a rule, zealous and competent, and under dis- 
couragaing circumstances have labored hard and laid a foundation on 
which, in time there will be developed a very superior Guard.” 

What Major Baldwin has said is as applicable today as when first writ- 
ten. During the past year all officers elected have been examined as to 
their fitness to hold the office before being commissioned, and should this 
policy be followed in the future it will result ın much good to the Guard 
in the increased efficiency of its officers. 

RECORDS. 

The muster out rolls of the Arizona Battalion of the 1st Territorial In- 
fantry, U S V., are ın this office and for their preservation and for reference 
should be published, and the next Legislature should be asked to make an 
appropriation for that purpose. l) 

For purpose of reference, a card index of all members and ex-members 
of the National Guard of Arizona, so far as possible, should be compiled 
from the records of this office. Information is frequently wanted of this 
character, and it can only be found after a long search. 

BLANK FORMS. 

Upon my assuming office there were but two or three blank forms in 
use. I have prepared and had printed various blanks for returns, reports, 
transfer of property, bonds, oaths, enlistment discharge, etc., necessary for 
properly conducting the business of this office. « 

GOVERNMENT AID. 

- The General Government has furnished all of the equipment used by the 
Guard—no money having ever been appropriated by the Territory for pur- 
chase of supplies. In the past twelve years Arizona has received in equip- 
ment to the value of over $20,900. 

In conclusion, I may say that while the membership in the Guard is not 
so large as it has been, the interest and efficiency of the individual was never 
greater.

General Orders No 1. 
The following Act, Act No. 56, of the Twenty-First Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Territory of Arizona, approved March 19, 1901, is hereby published 
for the information and guidance of all concerned: 


Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona: 
' MILITARY CODE OF ARIZONA. 


Section 1. The organized militia shall be designated the: “National 
Guard of Arizona.” 

Section 2. All able-bodied male diireis of Arizona, L the ages 
of eighteen and forty-five years, and those who have declared their intention 
to become citizens of the United States, residing therein, shall be lable to 
military duty, excepting: 

(a) Persons exempted by any statute of the Territory of Arizona. 

(b) All persons in the army or navy of the United States, and those 
who have been honorably discharged therefrom. 

(c) Those disqualified for military service by physical disability, and 
having in their possession a certificate of some reputable physician thereto, 
and describing the nature thereof. 

(d) Members of religious T which prohibit military ser- 
vice. 

Section 3. The governor shall be commander-in-chief of the militia, 
and shall make and publish regulations for the' government of the National 
Guard in accordance with the laws of this Territory, and shall have all the 
powers necessary to carry into full effect the provisions of such regulations 
and of this Act. 

Section 4 Unless otherwise expressly provided, the National Guard of 
Arizona shall be governed by the rules and articles of war governing the 
Armies of the United States, so far as the same may be applicable; and its 
uniform, system of discipline, exercise and administration shall conform as 
nearly as practicable to'that of the Army of the United States. 

Article Il—Organization. 

Section 1. The organized militia shall consist of ten (10) Companies, 
organized as infantry or cavalry, as the Commander-in-Chief shall deem 
most expedient, and such other special corps as may be hereinafter pre- 
scribed. 

Section 2. The Companies comprising the National Guard of Arizona 
shall be organized into battalions and a regiment. The minimum strength 
of any Company shall be thirty (30) officers and men. Cavalry Companies 
organized under this Act may be attached to any battalion of infantry. 

Section 8. The Medical Department of the National Guard [*shall con- 
sist] of the Surgeon General, and such other medical officers as shall be pro- 
vided for in this Act; and one Hospital Steward, and a Hospital Corps of not 
more than ten (10) enlisted men. 

Section 4 The Signal Corps shall consist of a signal officer, attached to 
the Governor’s Staff, two Sergeants and not more than ten (10) enlisted 
men, j 
Section 5. Application for the formation of new companies or troops 
shall be made to the Commander-in-Chief, accompanied by a roll of the mem- 
bers proposed, and a copy of the proposed by-laws thereof; such application 
may be granted or ignored. 

Section 6. Whenever a company becomes reduced in number below 
the minimum strength, or from general insubordination, contention or other 
cause, becomes demoralized and inefficient, and its disbandment 1s therefore 
necessary for the good of the service, the Governor shall disband the same 
and order the officers thereof to be mustered out of the service; but no mem- 
ber of a company shall be dishonorably discharged except upon due trial 
and conviction by a Court-Martial, or in ‘some other lawful manner.

Section 7. There may be enlisted and organized by the commanding 
officer of the Regiment, a Regimental Band, and such band when so organ- 
ized and enlisted shall consist of a leader, with the rank of Sergeant- Major, 
two musicians with the rank of Sergeant, and such additional musicians, not 
exceeding thirty (30), as ın the judgment of such commanding officer the 
efficiency of the band and the best interests of the same require. 

Section 8. Each military Company organized under this Act, and found 
by the Inspector General to be fully up to the standard of numbers, drill, 
discipline and efficiency, shall receive the sum of Thirty Dollars ($30) per 
month for Infantry Companies, said amount payable monthly out of any 
funds in the Territorial Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Article II.— Officers. 

Section 1. The officers and non-commissioned officers of the National 
Guard of Arizona shall be as follows: 

(a) A Commander-in-Chief. 

(b) The staff of the Commander-in-Chief shall consist of an Adjutant 
General, with the rank of Brigadier General, to be appointed by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief; one Assistant Adjutant General, with the rank of Major, 
to be appointed by the Adjutant General, with the consent of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief; one Quartermaster General, one Commissary General, one 
Inspector General, one Chief of Staff, one Surgeon General, one Judge Advo- 
cate General, .one Paymaster General, each with the rank. of Col- 
onel; four Aides de Camp, each with the rank of Lieutenant Col- 
onel; one Inspector of Small Arms Practice, with the rank of Major, one 
Chaplain, with<the rank of Captain; one Signal Officer, with the rank of 
Captain; and such additional Aides de Camp as may be necessary, to be ap- 
pointed by the Commander-in-Chief. The Adjutant General shall be an officer 
of the National Guard of Arizona, of the active or retired list, who has held 
a commission therein for at least three years, or who shall have served at 
least six months in the Regular or ‘Volunteer army of the United States, 
and shall have been honorably discharged therefrom, or who shall have 
served as a commissioned officer for at least four years in the National 
Guard of one of the States or Territories of the United States, and shall have 
been honorably discharged therefrom. 

(c) Of the Regiment: One Colonel, one Lieutenant Colonel and three 
Majors, each to be elected by a majority vote of the line officers of the regi- 
ment; one Surgeon with the rank of Major, and two Assistant Surgeons, 
with the rank of First Lieutenant, who shall be regular graduates of some 
recognized school of medicine and surgery, each to be appointed by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and assigned to duty by the medical department; one Chap- 
lain, with the rank of Captain; one Adjutant, with the rank of Captain; one 
Regimental Quartermaster, with the rank of Captain; one Regimental Com- 
missary, with the rank of First Lieutenant; three Battalion Adjutants, with 
the rank of First Lieutenant; one Regimental Sergeant-Major, one Quarter- 
master Sergeant, one Commissary Sergeant, one Color Sergeant, three Bat- 
talion Sergeant-Majors i 

(da) Of each Company of Infantry: One Captain, one First Lieutenant, 
one Second Lieutenant, each to be elected by a majority vote of the members 
of the Company present at such election; one First Sergeant, four Sergeants, 
eight Corporals, two Musicians, and one Cook. The non-commissioned offi- 
cers of Companies to be appointed by the respective Captains, approved by 
the Regimental Commander, and may be reduced to the ranks by the same 
authority. Ñ 

(e) Of each Troop of Cavalry: One Captain, one First Lieutenant, one 
Second Lieutenant, to be elected in the same manner provided for Infantry 
Companies; one First Sergeant, one Quartermaster Sergeant, one Commis- 
sary Sergeant, five Sergeants, eight Corporals, two Trumpeters, two Far- 
riers or Blacksmiths, one Saddler, one Wagoner, and one Cook. Non-com- 
missioned officers appointed and reduced as provided for Infantry Companies. 

Section 2. All staff officers, unless herein otherwise provided, shall be 
appointed by the officers upon whose staff they serve, approved and com- 
missioned by the Commander-in-Chief, and their commission shall expire as 
soon as the successor of such appointing officer is commissioned and quali- 
fied, except that the Adjutant General shall continue to hold office until his 
successor has been appointed and qualified. 


ee 
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Section 3 General, field and commissioned staff officers are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to administer oaths ın all matters appertaining to, 
or concerning the National Guard service; and commissioned officers of Com- 
panies are authorized and empowered to administer oaths and affirmations 
in the enlistment of recruits for their respecte Companies Any person 
who shall falsely swear or affirm to any oath or affirmation so administered, 
shall, upon trial and conviction, be deemed guilty of perjury, and sentenced 
for such offense as is now prescribed by law 

Section 4, All officers of the National Guard shall be commissioned by 
the Commander-in-Chief. The Commander-in-Chief may, at his discretion, 
withhold the commission of any officer until he can determine the qualifica- 
tions of such officer for the office to which he may have been elected or ap- 
pointed, and for the purpose of so determining, the Commander-in-Chief shall 
convene a board of three officers of the National Guard, who shall examine 
into the qualifications of said person and report thereon to the Commander- 
in-chief. Should said board report that the person so elected or appbinted 
is incompetent to perform the duties of the office to which he shall have been 
elected or appointed, the Commander-in-Chief shall have power to annul 
such election or appointment, and order another election 

Section 5. All officers commissioned under this Act, unless herein oth- 
erwise provided, shall hold their office for a term of four years, provided 
that the provisions of this section shall not apply to officers now holding com- 
missions until July, 1902 The rank of all olficers ‘now in the service, or 
hereafter commissioned, shall date from the date of election or appointment, 
and an officer who has served continuously in the same grade for more than 
one term either by re-election or appomtment, shall take rank from the date 
of his first commission in that grade 

Section 6. Warrants to non-commissioned officers shall be issued by the 
commanding officer of the Regiment 

Section 7. Resignations of officers shall be in writing, directed to the 
Adjutant General, and transmitted immediately through and by all interme- 
diate commanders, who will endorse the same with their approval or disap- 
proval No officer shall be considered out of the service until his resigna- 
tion is accepted by the Commander-in-Chief, and no officer’s resignation shall 
be accepted while he is under arrest 

Section 8 The election of officers, and regulations therefor, shall be 
ordered by the Commander-in-Chief The chairman of any meeting held 
under such orders shall immediately thereafter report the result of such. 
election to the Adjutant General 

Section 9. The Commander-in-Chief may fill by appointment, any va- 
cancy still existing after two (2) elections have been ordered to fill the 
same. 

Section 10. A commissioned officer of the National Guard of Arizona 
may be discharged: 

(a) When such officer tenders his resignation N 

(b) When it appears to the Commander-in-Chief that he ıs unable or 
unfit to discharge the duties of his ome or to exercise proper authority over 
his officers or soldiers, A 

(c) When he has been oni ae of an infamous crime. 

(da) When, either before or after receiving his commission, he has re- 
moved his residence out of the bounds of his command to so great a dis- 
tance that it is Inconvenient to perform the duties of his office. 

(e) When he has been spent from his command more than thirty days 
without leave. 

(t) Upon address of both houses of the Legislature to the Governor 

(g) Upon the sentence of a Court-Martial after trial 

(h) Upon disbandment of the organization to which he 15 attached. 

Section 11. The acceptance of the resignation, or expiration of term 
of office, of a commissioned officer shall not be taken as relieving him from 
responsibility for property under his care and custody until full return and | 
settlement for the same has been made with the proper officer, and re- 
ceipts taken for the same. And any officer who quits his command, by resig- 
nation or otherwise, and falls to turn over to his successor all money and 
properties belonging to the Térritory, for which he may be accountable, shall 
be deemed a deserter and punished as such S 
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' another office in the National Guard, the acceptance of such new commis- 
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sion shall vacate the office previously held. 

Section 13. The Adjutant General may be ex-officio Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, Commissary General, Inspector General and Chief of Staff. 

Section 14. The Adjutant General, before entering upon the duties of 
his office shall execute and file in the office of the Territorial Auditor, a 
bond in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000), conditioned for the faithful 
performance and discharge of his duties, such bond to,be approved by the 
Commander-in-Chief. 

Section 15. All officers having in their possession, or under their con- 
trol, any funds or property belonging to the National Guard of Arizona, shall 
give a good and sufficient bond, in such sum as the Commander-in-Chief shall 
prescribe, payable to the Territory of Arizona, for use of the National Guard, 
such bond to be approved by the Adjutant General, and filed in his office. 

Section 16. Every commissioned officer, before entering upon the du- 
ties of: his office or exercising any command, and before recelving his com- 
mission, shall take and subscribe such oath or affirmation as may be pre- 
scribed by the Commander-in-Chief, and such oath shall be filed in the office 
of the Adjutant General. 

Any officer neglecting or refusing to subscribe such oath within thirty 
days after notification of his election or appointment, shall forfeit his office. 

Section 17. Every commissioned officer of the National Guard shall 
provide himself with a suitable uniform, arms and equipment within sixty 
(60) days from the date of his commission, and failure to so equip himself 
will be considered as a resignation of such officer, and his successor shall 
be immediately appointed or elected. 

Article [V.—Duties of Officers. 

Section 1. The Adjutant General shall issue all orders of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief to the Militia, and shall keep a record of the proceedings 
of his office. The records of the Regiment and of each organization therein, 
shall be kept by its proper officers, in such form as he shall prescribe. He 
shall also furnish at the expense of the Territory, all proper blank books, 
blanks and forms, and such military instruction books as the Commander- 
in-Chief approves, and copies of the military code and regulations, and may 

rder from each organization suoh returns and muster rolis as he may 
deem expedient. He shall annually on October ist, report to the Com- 

ander-in-Chief the condition of the National Guard, with a roster of all the 
commissioned officers, and such other matters relating to the militia as he 
may deem expedient; and on or before the first Monday in January, an- 
mually, he shall make a return of the Militia of the Territory, their arms, 
accoutrements and ammunition to the President of the United States. In 
payment for such duties he shall receive the sum of three hundred dollars 
($300) per annum. 

Section 2. The Commissary General shall furnish subsistence for the 
troops whenever called into active service, and shall report annually to the 
Commander-in-Chief the state of his department. 

Section 2. The Inspector General shall personally, or through his as- 
sistant, once each year, at such time as the Commander-in-Chief may direct, 
inspect eyery branch of the military service, including regimental and bat- 
talion headquarters, armories, camps and military property, and shall report 
to the Commander-in-Chief the condition, discipline, drill and instruction of 
the National Guard, the value of bonds and sureties of officers, the condition 
of military property belonging to the Territory, and all matters pertaining 
to his department. 

Section 4. The Assistant Adjutant General shall perform such duties 

as may be required of him by the Commander-in-Chief and Adjutant Gen- 
eral, and in the absence of the latter may be designated by him to take his 
place and perform his duties. ` . 
` Section 5. The Surgeon General shall have general supervision and 
control of all matters pertaining to the Medical Department of the Militia, 
and prescribe in general orders the physical and mental disabilities exempt- 
ing from military duties. 

Section 6. The Inspector of Small Arms Practice shall have charge of 
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the department of small arms practice, under the direction of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. He shall keep a record of individual and organization 
merit, in books provided for that purpose by the Adjutant General, he shall 
award medals and certificates of standing to competitors, upon such regu- 
lations as may be established by the Commander-in-Chief, such medals to 
be furnished by the Adjutant General at the expense of the Territory. He 
shall annually make a report to the Commander-in-Chief, and shall therein 
make such recommendations as will conduce to the improvement of that 
branch of the service. 

Section 7. The Auditor of the Territory shall draw his order on the 
Treasurer, to the ordér of the proper disbursing officer, for all payments 
and expenditures authorized by this Act, requisition being ‘made by the officer 
on the Auditor for the sums required, which requisition shall be approved by 
the Governor. 

Section 8. Unless otherwise provided, alı officers of the National 
Guard shall have all the powers and perform the duties of officers of the 
United -States of similar rank and position. 

` Article V.—Enlistment and Discharge. 

Section 1. Every person who shall enlist in the National Guard of 
Arizona shall be mustered in the service of the Territory for the term of 
three years, unless sooner discharged by competent authority. Every re- 
cruit shall sign an enlistment paper in triplicate, of such form as shall be 
prescribed by the Adjutant General, and furnished to him, which shall con- 
tain an oath-of allegiance to the United States and the Territory of Arizona, 
one copy of which shall be forwarded to the Adjutant General, one copy to 
Regimental Headquarters and one copy retained by the Company or Corps 
in which the person is enlisted. A minor shall only be enlisted upon the 
written consent of a parent or guardian. 

Section 2.4 Enlisted men may, at the expiration of their term of service, 
be re-enlisted in such manner and for such term as required for original 
enlistments. 

Section 3. Transfer of enlisted men from one company or corps to an- 
other may be made under such rules as may be promulgated by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

Section 4. Every enlisted member of the National Guard ordered out 
for service, by competent authority, who does not appear at the time and 
place designated by the officer authorized or directed to make the call, or 
who does not produce a sworn certificate of disability from a physician in 
good standing, shall be taken to be a deserter, and shall suffer such punish- 
ment as a Court-Martial may adjudge 

Section 5. Every arm, uniform or equipment, issued by the Territory, 
shall be used only in the discharge of military duty, and any non-commis- 
sioned officer, or private, who shall wilfully or wantonly injure or destroy 
any uniform, arm or equipment, or other military property belonging to the 
Territory, or refuse to make good such loss or injury, or who shall sell, 
dispose of, secrete or remove the same, or who shall fail, within ten days 
after being notified by his commanding officer to return the same, shall be 
tried by Court-Martial, and, if convicted, shall be sentenced to pay a fine 
of not more than sixty ($60.00) dollars, or in default of payment of the same, 
undergo an imprisonment in the county jail of not more than fifty days. 

Section 6. Any enlisted member of the National Guard who shall, when 
not on duty, wear any uniform, or portion thereof, or equipment, without 
permission of an officer of his Company, shall be subject to trial by Court- 
Martial, and, if convicted, may be dishonorably discharged from the service, 
or sentenced to pay a fine of not more than ten ($1000) dollars. 

Section 7. If any person shall knowingly and wilfully purchase, or re- 
ceive in pawn or pledge, any arm, accoutrement, article of military cloth- 
ing, equipment, or any military property of the Territory of Arizona, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and being convicted thereof in any District 
Court,.shall be sentenced to an imprisonment not exceeding one year, and 
a fine not exceeding three hundred dollars. 

Section 8. The arms, uniform and equipment of each officer or soldier 
of the National Guard shall be exempt from all suits, distresses, execu- 
tions, or sales for debt, and from the payment of taxes. 
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Section 9. All persons serving in the National Guard for the full term 
of one enlistment, shall be entitled to an honorable discharge. 

Section 10. Enlisted men may be discharged before the expiration 
of their term of enlistment for the following reasons: 

Honorable. 

(a) ‘To accept promotion by commission. 

(b) Upon certificate of permanent disability from a medical officer. 

(c) When it shall be shown that he has enlisted in the Army or Navy 
of the United States. 

(d) By way of favor, on his own application, if the soldier has previ- 
ously served one full term of enlistment in the National Guard of Arizona. 

(e) Permanent change of residence, to such a distance that hE can- 
not properly perform his military duties 

- Without honor. 

(£) For the good of the service, by orders of the Commander-in-Chier. 

Dishonorable. 

(g) By sentence of a Court-Martial after trial. 

Section 11. A dishonorable discharge from the service is a complete 
expulsion from the National Guard; it forfeits all exemptions and privileges 
acquired through membership in the Guard, and disqualifies the person so 
discharged from holding any military office in the Territory, and from re 
enlistment. . 
Article VI.—Service. 

Section 1. ‘The National Guard of this Territory may be ordered into 
the service of the United States by the President of the United States for 
any purpose for which he is authorized to use the Militia of the States 
by the Constitution and Statutes of the United States. 

Section 2 When an invasion of, or insurrection in the Territory is 
made, or threatened, or a tumult, riot or mob shall exist, the Commander- 
in-Chief shall call upon the National Guard, in case the civil officers of 
the Territory are unable to, or fail to, avert or quell such invasion, insur- 
rection, tumult, riot or mob. 

Section 3. In case of any breach of the peace, tumult, riot or resist- 
ance to the process of the Territory, or imminent danger thereof, and it is 
deemed unsafe to await notification of the Governor of such fact, any Dis- 
trict Judge may, on application of the Sheriff, call for aid in writing upon 
the commanding officer of the National Guard stationed therein or adjacent 
thereto. The commanding officer upon whom a written call as before men- 
tioned ıs made, shall order out, in aid to the civil authorities, the military 
force, or any part thereof, under his command, and shall immediately report 
his action, and all circumstances of the case, to the Commander-in-Chief, 
who may confirm or countermand his action. 

Section 4. When the National Guard shall be im actual service, its 
commissioned officers shall be paid the same as the officers of like grade in 
the regular army of the United States. AH enlisted men shall receive the 
sum of one dollar per day; provided, however, should Such service be for a 
longer period than thirty days, thereafter they shall receive the same pay 
as enlisted men in the regular army. 

Section 5 If any officer or enlisted man of the National Guard of Ari- 
zona, is wounded, or otherwise disabled, or ıs killed, or dies of wounds re- 
ceived while doing duty in actual service, he, his widow, or children, ‘shall 
receive from the Territory such just and reasonable relief as ute Legis- 
lature may , determine 7 

Section 6. The commanding officer of any troops under a while in 
actual service may cause them to perform any military duties he shall re- 
quire, and also to put under arrest any officer, non-commissioned officer, 
musician or private who shail disobey the orders of his superior officers, 
also any person or persons who shall trespass on parade or camp ground 
or in any way or manner interrupt or molest the orderly discharge of duty 
of those under arms, and also may prohibit and prevent the sale of spiritu- 
ous liquors (except by licensed houses) within one mile of such parade 
grounds or encampment, and also in his discretion, all hucksters or gam- 
bling may be abated as a nuisance. 

Section 7. Whenever any portion of the National Guard shall have been 
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called into active service to suppress an insurrection or rebellion, to dis- 
perse & mob, or to enforce the éxecution of the laws of the United States 
or this Territory, the commanding officer shall use his own discretion with 
respect to the propriety of attacking or firing upon any mob or unlawful 
assembly; and his honest and reasonable judgment m the exercise of hin 
duty shall be full protection, crvilly and criminally, for any act or acts dore 
while on duty. No officer who has been called out to sustain the civil an- 
thorities shall, under any pretence, or-m complying with any order, fire 
blank cartridges upon any mob or unlawful assemblage, under penalty of 
being cashierea by sentence of Court-Martial, 

Section 8. That when it becomes necessary to call out the National 
Guard of Arizona, or any portion thereof, the necessary funds for pay, 
transportation of troops, material and subsistence, shall be paid out of any. 
funds ın the Territorial Treasury not otherwise appropriated Provided, 
however, that the Territorial Auditor shali draw no warrant therefor un- 
Jess the requisition shall be accompamed by vouchers of the Commissary 
General, approved by the Adjutant General 

Section 9. Whenever the National Guard shall prove inadequate to en- 
able thè executive department of the Territory to execute the laws, sup- 
press insurrections, or repel invasion, the Commander-in-Chief shall, by 
proclamation, require the enrollment ot all persons, subject to military duty, 
or any portion thereof, other than members of the National Guard of Arizona, 
and shall issue all orders needful and necessary in the premises, and provide 
penalties for any violation thereof. 

Section 10 Any person who, having been enrolled or ordered out, or 
summoned to aid the conservator of the peace, fails to obey such order, or 
summons, shal] be taken to be a soldier absent without leave, and for each 
day of such offense, shall forfeit and pay into the county school fund of the 
county wherein he resides the sum of five ($500) dolars 

Article VII —Military Courts 

Section 1, Courts-Martial for the trial of officers and enlisted men of 
offenses against the military code, breaches of discipline, or any infringe- 
ments of the rules or customs of service will be ordered by the Commander- 
in-Chief whenever and m such manner and form as may be deemed expedi- 
ent or necessary, and all proceedings of Courts-Martial must be forwarded to 
and receive his approval before the sentence can go into effect Every of- 
ficer commanding a Regiment, Battalion, unattached Company or Troop, 
shall be competent to appoimt a garrison Court-Martial, one member of 
which shall be a commissioned officer, for the trial of enlisted men of the 
National Guard Garrison Courts shall be governed by the regulations of 
the United States Army in similar courts 

Section 2 In all General, Regimental or Garrison Courts-Martial the 
arraignment of the accused, the proceedings, tral and record shall con- 
form to the regulations for the disciphne of the Army of the United States, 
except as herein otherwise provided, and the sentences of such courts shall 
be in aceordance with the nature and degiee of the offense, and accordmg 
to stabhshed military usage, but m no case shall exceed imprisonment in a 
county jail for a term óf sixty days or a fime of sixty dollars. The -dis- 
missing or discharging of any officer or soldier by Courts-Martial shall dis- 
quahfy him from holding any military office ın this Territory or re-enlisting 
in the National Guard, Provided, however, that all such Courts-Martial shall 
pe held with open doors and the accused shall have'‘the right to defend him- 
self in person or by counsel of his own selection, and the examination of 
witnesses shall be conducted orally in such proceedings, and the ‘accused 
or his counsel may present to said court arguments either ın writing or 
oral. 

Section 3, Wutnesses for the prosecution or defense shall be sum- 
moned to attend by the Judge Advocate. Any witness duly summoned who 
shall fail to appear and testify, may be, by warrant of the President of the 
Court directed to the sheriff or any constable, arrested and treated as in 
like cases before civil courts The tees of all witnesses shall be the same 
as allowed in civil cases, to be taxed, with the necessary expenses of the 
Judge Advocate ant the Court, by the President of the Court, and paid by 
the Territorial Treasurer, on the Auditor’s warrant, to the Judge Advocate, 
who shall pay all the expenses of the trial when received by him, 
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Section 4. Procedure. All charges shall be preferred in writing by a 
commissioned officer, and shall contain the name of the offense charged, and 
a brief statement of the facts constituting the offense. No chargés shall be 
acted upon, in case of an enlisted man until approved by the commanding 
officer of the Regiment in which the accused is a member, In default of ap- 
pearance of such accused at the time and place designated for trial, after 
due service of summons, the President of the Court shall issue his war- 
rant for the arrest of the delinquent, directed to the sheriff or any consta- 
bie of the county, who shall forthwith execute said warrant and make proper 
return thereof, and produce to the said Court the body of the accused, if 
within said county, and retain the custody thereof until the conclusion of 
the trial, unless sooner discharged by order of the Court. 

Section 5. Powers. All military courts shall have power to administer 
oaths, to subpoena witnesses and compel their attendance; to hear and de- 
termine cases, and, when satisfied as to guilt of the accused, to adjudge the 
punishment to be inflicted in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 6. When fines assessed by Courts-Martial Are not paid within 
ten days after the sentence is approved by the receiving officer and returned 
to the President of the Court, a list thereof and of the delinquents, shall 
be placed in the hands of a Justice of the Peace within the district in which 
the delinquents reside, who shal] thereupon render judgment against such 
delinquents, severally. together with costs of suit, without issuing summons, 
and shall issue execution thereon without stay, directed to any sheriff or 
constable of the praper district, who shall collect the same as by execution 
at law without exemption. If any Justice of the Peace fail to carry out the 
provisions of this section, he shall be Hable to a fine of (hree hundred dol- 
lars, to be enforced by the District Court. 

Section 7. When any person tried by Courts-Martial is adjudged guilty 
and sentenced to imprisonment, after approval of such sentence by the re- 
viewing officer, certified to the President of the Court, such judgment of 
imprisonment must be executed by the Sheriff of the County in which the 
Court held its session, and the judgment of the Court, when certified by its 
President, shall be sufficient warrant to said Sheriff to arrest and detain the 
defendant for the period of time named in the Judgment. 

Section 8. Fines assessed by Courts-Martial shall, when collected, be 
paid to the Treasurer of the County in which they were collected, to be 
paid by him to the Territorial Treasurer and placed in the General Fund. 

Article VIII 

Section 1. The Military organization of the University of Arizona, of 
the Territorial Normal School, and of such other educational institutions 
within the Territory of Arizona as may be supported by National or Terri- 
torial funds, are hereby made a part of the National Guard of this Territory. 
When such military organization consists of a single company, it shall be 
known and designated by prefixing to the words “Cadet Company” the dis- 
tinctive name of the institution. When such organization consists of more 
_ than one Company, it shall be known and designated by prefixing to the 
words “Cadet Battalion” the distinctive name of the institution. 

Section 2. The governing board of each such educational institution 
shall have the full power to prescribe the uniform and regulations for the 
organization and government of said Companies or Battalions in all mat- 
ters; provided, that military drill and instruction shall conform as closely 
as practicable to the regulations and customs of the National Guard of Ari- 
zona. 

Section 3. The member of the faculty of each such institution assigned 
to duty as Commandant of Cadets shall have command of said Company or 
Battalion. If he be in command of a Company he shall have the rank of 
Captain. If he be in command of a Battalion he shall have the rank of 
Major. The Commander-in-Chief shall issue commissions to the Command- 
ant of Cadets with rank as heretofore provided, and to such officers as are 
selected by virtue of the regulations prescribed by the governing Board of 
each such institution. Upon graduating from the institution, or being hon- 
orably dismissed therefrom, such officers may resign their commissions or 
hold the same as-retired officers of the Cadets, Hable to be called into service 
by the Commander-in-Chief in case of war, invasion, insurrection or rebel- 

on. 
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Section 4 Said Companies or Battalons shall be supphed with copies 
of all orders and publications issued fiom the headquarters of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief They shall be subject to the same inspections as the other 
Companies or Battalions, and shall render to the Commander-in-Chief such 
reports and returns as he may require 

Section 5 The Commander-in-Chief shall each year cause to be deliv- 
ered to said Companies or Battahons such a quantity of ammunition and 
accessories as shall enable the regular amount of target practice to be per- 
formed and deported {reported}; and he shall cause the decorations for 
proficiency to be awarded, provided, that the Territory shall be under no 
obligations ta furnish said Companies or Battalions with clothing or other 
equipment except such as may be necessary for private [target] practice, 
nor shall said Companies or Battalions be entitled to receive the customary 
monthly allowance of money for expense of maintenance. 

Section 6 “Said Companies or Battahons, together with all officers con- 
nected therewith, shall not be lable to be called mto active service, but 10 
the event of the service being volunteered, with the consent of the presiding 
officer of the imstitution, and accepted by the Commandei-in-Chief, ıt shall 
be, during the period of such service, upon the same footing as other or- 
ganizations in like service 

Article IX —General Provisions 

Section 1. There must be an annual imspection and muster of all the 
troops of the National Guard in the month of December of each year, and 
the commanding officer of each Company must make out and certify dupli- 
cate muster rolls, showing the names and number of the members of the 
Company, the officers in order of their rank, and the privates in alphabetical 
order; and he must also attach to such roll a list of ordnance stores, ac- 
coutrements, clothing, and other property of the Territory, together with 
such other information as the Adjutant General or regimental commander 
may require He must transmit through the proper military channels, one 
copy ot the roll and list attached thereto, to the Adjutant General, and one 
copy to the regimental commander If such Company forms part of any 
organized Battalion, the commanding officer of the Battalion shall transmit 
the same with the muster roli of the field and staff officers of his Battalion 
to the Adjutant General and to the regimental commander. 

Section 2. Each Company of the National Guard shall parade at least 
twice a year, namely, on the twenty-second day of February and the thir- 
tieth day of May (unless the same shall fall on Sunday) Where two or moie 
Companies are located in the same place, and attached to a Battalion, the 
parade shall be as a Battalion 

Section 3. Retired List Any officer or enlisted man who has served 
as such for a period of seven years, in the National Guard of Arizona, or 
has been disabled for active duty while in service, may upon his Own appl- 
cation be retired from active service, and placed upon the retired list with 
highest rank held by appheant, while in the service of the National Guard 
of Arizona; provided, however, that service ın the army, navy or marine 
corps of the United States during the war of the rebelhon, or the war with 
Spain, shall be computed as of twice its actual length, and as so computed 
shall be included as part of the seven years. Officers on the retired list shall 
be withdrawn from command and from hne of promotion, they shall con- 
tinue to be borne on the roster of the military force of the Territory, and 
shall be entitled to wear [*the] umform of the rank on which they may be 
retired, They shall at all time be subject to the rules and regulations goy- 
erning the military force of the Territory. During any emergency they may 
be placed on active duty by the Commandei-in-Chief, when on such duty 
they shall be entitled to the pay and allowances of officers of a simular 
grade on the active list. ` 

Section 4 Any enlisted man on the retired hst shall be entitled to 
wear the uniform of the Guard on all occasions of ceremony, and shall be 
available for active duty, unless disqualified, during any emergency, upon 
order of the Commander-in-Chief, and may be assigned to such branch of the 
service as the Commander-in-Chief may direct 

Section 5 Any officer or enlisted man who has served as such in the 
National Guard of Arizona for a period of seven years shall be entitled to

a long service medal. This medal shall be awarded by the Adjutant General, 
at the expense of the Territory only on approved application therefor made 
by the one entitled to receive it, and subject to such regulations as may be 
made by the Commander-in-Chief. 

Section 6 Other Military Bodies.—It shall not be lawful for any body 
of men whatever, other than the regularly organized National Guard of this 
Territory and the troops of the United States to associate themselves to- 
gether as a military company or organization, to drill or parade with arms, 
in any city or town of this Territory; provided that students in educational 
institutions where military science is a part of the course of instruction, may, 
with the consent of the Governor, drill and parade with arms in public, 
under the superintendence of their instructor; provided, further, that noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed so as to prevent benevolent or so- 
cial organizations from wearing swords for the purpose of display when on 
parade, and any person -violating any of the provisions of this section shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 7. The uniform of the National Guard of Arizona shall not be 
worn by persons other than the members thereof, 

Section 8. It shall be a misdemeanor to violate the preceding section. 

Section 9. Whenever it shall be necessary for any or all of the officers 
or men of the National Guard of Arizona to travel upon any railroad in this 
Territory, under orders from competent authority, to perform military duty, 
such railroads shall furnish transportation at the rate of two (2) cents per 
mile for the whole distance to be traveled upon such railroad or railroads, 
for each officer or enlisted man so carried, and all station or ticket agents, 
or conducto¥s shall furnish first-class tickets or furnish first-class passage 

L the rate named, upon being notified that such officer or officers, or en- 
isted men are traveling upon military duty. Such notification must be made 
y the Adjutant General, and may be by telegraph or by filing a copy of the 
rder isshed by the Adjutant General for such transportation with the sta- 
ion or tickét agent or conductor. This rate shall apply to officers or men 
traveling under orders, either singly or in Companies. 

Section 10. Whenever it shal be necessary to transport the stores, ma- 
terials, camp equipage, horses or arms belonging to the miltary department 
of the Territory, or any portion thereof, the railroad or railroads of this Terri- 
tory over which the same shall be transported shall not charge to éxceed two 
(2) cents per mile per ton for the whole distance transported. 

Section 11. Any agent, conductor or officer of any railroad company in 
this Territory wilfully refusing or neglecting to transport, or furnish the 
means to transport, any of the troops of the Territory, or any of the stores 
or baggage thereof, as provided in the foreging sections, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a 
fine of not Jess than three hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment in the county jail for not less than sixty days nor 
more than six months, or both such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 12. The National Guard of Arizona, when parading or perform- 
ing any duty, shall have the right of way through any street or highway 
through which they may pass; provided, the carriage of the United States 
mail and the legitimate function of the police shall not be interfered with 
thereby; and any person: belonging to the military forces of the Territory, 
going to or returning from any parade, encampment, drill, meeting or other 
military duties, shall, together with his conveyance and the military property 
of the Territory in his possession, be allowed to pass free through all toll 
gates and over all bridges and ferries. 

Section 13. The uniform, arms, and equipment, including any animal 
or animals necessary used hereunder, of every active member of the National 
Guard of Arizona, together with all military property of any Company, Troop, 
Battalion or Regiment shall be exempt from execution or forced sale. 

Section 14. In cases of emergency the Commander-in-Chief may order 
arms and ammunition to be delivered for public defense to the civil authori- 
ties, Territorial, county or municipal, but he shall require bond as soon as 
it can be given. 

Section 15. Active members of the National Guard of Arizona shall 
be privileged from arrest during their attendance of drill, parades, inspec- 
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tions, and encampments, and ın going to and coming from the same excep 
Cees f treason, felony, and breaches of the peace 

Section 16. If any enlisted man or any commissioned officer, in any 
Campany, Troop, Battalion, or Regiment in the military service of the Ter- 
rit ry of Arizona, shall wilfully neglect or refuse to attend any drill, parade 
ôr other military duty, prescribed by law, regulations or orders issued. by the 
Commander-in-Chief, and duly notified ‘of the same, he shall’ be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof before any Jusitce of 
the Peace, upon complaint of any superior officer, shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding twenty-five ($2500) dollars, or imprisonment in the 
coun T et not exceeding thirty (30) days, or by both such fine and impris- 
onmen 

Section 17 Justices of the Peace in their respective counties shall have 
power and authority to issue warrants, and full jurisdiction to hear, try, and 
determine prosecutions under the provisions of the preceding section. 

Section 18. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with this Act be, and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 19 This Act shall teke effect and be in force from and after its 
passage

IV. Leave of absence having been granted to First Lieutenant Richard

General Orders No 15 


I The following extracts and mformation from an order received from 

the War Department is published for the information of those concerned: 
War Department, Washington, November 27, 1901. 

With a view to maintaining the high standard of instruction and general 
training of the officers of the Army and for the establishment of a coherent 
plan by which the work may be made progressive, the Secretary of War 
directs that the following général scheme be announced for the information 
and guidance of all concerned. 


THE SYSTEM OF INSTRUCTION 
There should be besides the Military Academy at West Point the follow- 
ing schools for the instruction of officers of the Army. 
1. At each military post an officers’ school for elementary mnstruction 
in theory and practice. 
2. Special service schools— 
(a) The Artillery School at Fort Monroe, Virginia 
(b) The Engineer School of Application, Washington‘ Barracks, 
District of Columbia 
(c) The School of Submarine Defense, Fort Totten, New York 
(d) The School of Applheation for Cavalry and Field Artillery at 
Fort Riley, Kansas 
(e) The Army Medical School, Washington, District of Columbia 
3. A General Service and Staff College at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas 
4 A War College for’ the most advanced imstruction at Washington 
Barracks, District of Columbia

The officers’ school at military posts and the General Seivice and Staff 
College will be open for imstruction to officers of the National Guard of the 
several States, to former officers of volunteers, and the graduates of mili- 
tary schools and colleges which have had officers of the Army as instructors 

The special seryice schools will be open to officers of the National Guard 
and former officers of volunteers who shall furnish evidence to the War De- 
partment of such preliminary education as to enable them to benefit by the 
courses of instruction. 

The college staff at the General Service and Staff College, Fort Leaven- 
worth, will*make report for the information of the Secretary of War of 
qualifications of officers of the National Guard, ex-volunteers and graduates 
of military schools and colleges who shall have attended the college or shall 
apply for examination, and shall further certify whether or not they are qual- 
ified for service as officers of volunteers, specifying the character of service, 
whether line or staff, for which they are specially qualified A special regis- 
ter of the names of persons so 1epoited as qualified will be kept in the War 
Department. ` 

At officers’ school at posts systematic recitation will be required * * 

* + * n administration, dri] regulations, manual of guard duty, small- 
arms firing regulations, troops ın campaign, minor tactics, military law, 
field engineering, military topography, and sketching, imternational law, 
hippology (for cavalry and field artillery), a general knowledge of methods, 
materials, and implements essential to coast defense (for coast artillery).

The second annual competitive rifle shoot of the First Regiment, Na- 
tional Guard Arizona, will be held May 30, 1902. 

The following rules will govern: 

Each Company to be represented by a team of six men, members of the 
Company which they represent. 

Teams may shoot on their own range, or on the range of some other Com- 
pany as 1s most convement - 

There must be no preliminary practice, or sightıng shots, on the day of 
the shoot. 

Each man shall shoot ten shots at two hundred yards, position off-hand, 
and ten shots at 500 yards, position prone 

An “A” target will be used at 200 yards, and a “B” target at 500 yards. 

Accurate scores will be kept and duly certified to by a Commissioned 
Officer These score sheets must be forwarded to the Inspector of Small 
Arms Practice immediately upon completion of the shoot 

A medal will be issued to each member of the winning team, and an in- 
dividual medal to the man making the highest score of any man competing 

Each Company is required to furnish a team for this occasion, without 
fail. 

For the benefit of those competing, the winners and scores for the year 
1901 are hereby given.

i. In accordance with Section 2, Article III, Military Code of Arizona, 
the commissions of all officers of the Governor's Staff, with the exception 
of the Adjutant General, will expire with the commission of the Governor 
appointing them, and no further order from these headquarters is necessary 
in the premises. 

IL Ali officers of the Staff, excepting heads of departments, who have 
in their possession any property of the Territory, will turn the same in to 
the Adjutant General not later than June 30th. 

All heads of departments will have all property in their custody ready 
to turn over to their successor in office, or to this office, upon demand. 

Ill. Assistant Surgeon Chas. H. Jones, M. D, has been commissioned 
Surgeon of the ist Infantry, with the rank of Major; with rank from June 
10, 1902 He will be respected and obeyed accordingly. 

IV. The Ribbon Service Medal shall only be worn when in uniform. 
When not in uniform a bow-knot of crimson ribbon of the same shade as the 
ribbon of the service medal, one-eighth of an inch wide, the bow-knot not 
to exceed three-quarters of an inch in length, may be worn. 

V. The attention of all members of the National Guard of Arizona is 
called to Section 6, Article V, of the Military Code. 

“Any enlisted member of the National Guard who shall, when not on 
duty, wear any uniform, or portion thereof, or equipment, without permis- 
sion of an officer of his company, shall be subject to trial by court-martial, 
and, if convicted, may be dishonorably discharged from the service, or sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of not more than ten ($10.00) dollars.” 

The violation of this article is very prevalent and must be stopped. Com- 
pany Commanders will cause this section to be read to the company at the 
first drill or meeting of the company after its receipt, and post a copy on the 
bulletin board in the armory.

Sir:—Availing themselves of Executive Order No i, the members of B 
Company ist Infantry, N G A, decided to have an encampment 

Special orders were issued by the company commander, requisitions 
for equipage made, and the company went into camp at Iron Springs, July 
13, 1902 The ground being uneven it was quite difficult to select a camping 
place, but at last a site was chosen, the ground prepared and about three 
hours later the camp was established Two posts were established. Num- 
ber one at the guard tent and number two around the balance of the camp. 
Name chosen, “CAMP O’NEILL” 

Two officers and eighteen enlisted men 1eported for duty Special at- 
tention was given to the ceremony of Guard Mounting and to guard duty, 
each private doing three tours of guaid duty during the encampment 

Regular drills were held twice a day, parade in the evening and target 
practice part of the forenoon and for about two hours mm the afternoon ranges 
at 100, 200 and 300 vards Of the 20 members of the company in camp 10 
qualified as riflemen or better, the other 10 qualifying as first and second 
class men Extended Order, with special attention to drill, was practiced, 
first without cartridges, next with blank caitiridges and last with ball 
cartridges, each man being issued twenty rounds Thiee targets were 
placed at the foot of a hill, targets being made ot boards 1 foot wide and 
2% to 3 feet long. The company was marched back four or five hundied 
yards from the targets, deployed as skirmishers to six paces and ordered to 
advance as cautiously as possible on the targets At about 300 yards firing 
began and was continued until within 150 yards of the targets Inspection 
of the cartridge boxes showed that 280 rounds had been fired Twenty- 
eight balls struck the targets and most of the others 1anged within a few 
feet Men who complained bitterly of the recoil of the rifles at regular 
target practice, made no complaint whatever of the recoil during the skir- 
mish practice. An old soldie: who served nearly four years during the Civil 
War, witnessed the skirmish dill with ball cartridges and pronounced ıt 
excellent. 

Strict military discipline was maintained during the entire encampment. 
From theetime the company left the armory in Phoenix until its return no 
disorder occurred The men were attentive and respectful, never failmeg 
to give the prescribed salute when meeting an officer, nor to come to atten- 
tion when an officer came 1n their yicinity when they were off duty 
. The commanders of the guard were given special mstruction to enforce 
the 53rd Article of War As a result, ladies visiting the camp at any time 
during the day were never shocked by any language heard, no matter how 
unexpectedly they arrived 

In conclusion, I wish to state that I have heen a member of the National 
Guard of Arizona more than four years, most of fhe time as an officer or non- 
commissioned officer. I also served seven and-a half months im the ist Ter- 
ritorial U S Volunteer Infantry during the“Spanish- American war, and dur- 
ing this time had a good deal of experiencezin Grilling and instructing 1e- 
cruits. My experience in this encampment has proven to my satisfaction 
that in one week’s encampment recruits learn more about dril than they 
usually do in ordinary armory drill in six months They learn more about 
guard duty in one week’s encampment than they do ın three years ın the 
ordinary armory instruction’ An encampment also creates an interest that 
can be aroused in no other way Simce Company B’s return the enlisted 
men, through the first sergeant, have requested my permission for an extra 
drill one mght each week, which has been granted The company now 
have the regular drill on Thursday hight as heretofore and the extra drill on 
Tuestay night, attendance at both diils being much larger than before the 
encampment. 

s to expenses: The total expense from the tıme the company left the 
armony ın Phoenix until its return was $205, which was met by subscription 
py the members of the company and by appropriation from the company’s 
funds The actual time the company was away fiom the aimory lacked two 
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hours of being seven days. Twenty members of the company attended the 
encampment, of whom six were reciults 

Trusting that the legislature will see its way clear to make an appropri- 
ation for the encampment of the entire National Guard of Arizona, yearly, 
in the future, I have the honor to remain,
